Kahl, living four miles north of Se­ 
dalia, was well educated and came to 
Kansas City last September to study 
to be a t’-ained nurse. 
The g eneial hospital was the only 
one where she could get a place then, 
and a few weeks there led her to

complete a course where the w'ork 
was all of the class handled there. 
So she took a position as maid in the 
home of C. B. Rawson. 504 Hardesty 
avenue, expecting to g et a place in 
the spring, as she had been told she 
could do, in some other hospital.

Her loud breathing roused the Raw- 
sons ? lt 11 o’clock.

Four hours of 
strenuous work, with artificial respi­ 
ration, and she w'as T-evived, but only 
to fight and plead to die. 
Three men 
had difficulty in holding her. 
She 
was like a tiger. 
She said: 
“ I have 
a right to die. 
Don’t make me live. 
I have no friends and no one caies 
ior me.” 
Evidently she silffeied from cramps 
Asked about it she said only: "What 
if I am having cram psf’ 
Soon she lapsed into uncoMscious- 
ness, was taken to University hos­ 
pital and died at G o’clock S*Lihday 
nioi'ning. 
Her father was leached by long 
distance telephone and will com / to­ 
day after the body. 
The family, be­ 
sides the parents, included two broth­ 
ers 
Saturday night seemed to ce the 
time when despair attacked the girl. 
It was three weeks before that she 
poured a vial of chloroform on a hand­ 
kerchief laid over her face—doubtless 
with suicidal intent. 
It w^as an cver- 
dose. 
She sank, then sickened and 
threw’ the efffcts off.

ings. 
The band debauched on the 
court house square at the northeast 
corner and paraded around one and 
one-half times, firhig a volley at each 
corner, and departed toward the south 
at the southeast corner. 
The city m arshal and two deputy 
sheriffs were aroused, but the night 
riders were not followed. 
It was long 
after m idnight before Marshall again 
went to sleep, although the night rid­ 
ers fired their farewell salute at 11 
o’clock. 
The town awoke 
early 
Saturday . 
Men stood about the corners and in 
the stores, conjecturing why the rid­ 
ers had come and asking if they 
would return. 
Men who helped elect 
the city m arshal visited him at the 
city hall and asked him 
what 
he 
knew, and offered to serve as special 
deputies, if he wanted men to stay 
up nights and watch for the masked 
band’s return. 
The m arshal was as 
much at sea an were his questioners. 
It couldn’t be enemies of the tobac­ 
co trust, because there is no tobacco 
warehouse in or near Marshall. 
It is 
not. a revival of the Ku Klux Klan, 
because there is no negro under ar­ 
rest for any notable crime.

not a party of drunks celebrating the

most talked of man in Saline county . 
He told the m arshal th a t four nights 
ago someone tacked a penciled5 note 
on his front door, which read: 
“ You m ust leave town at once! 
This is for y our good!” 
Stone say s he has no idea who 
wrote the note or why . 
He thought 
no more about it until the night rid- 
erii came. 
Stone say s th at night ride-s or no 
night riders, he is not going to leave 
Marshall until the Lord 
calks 
him 
awa>. 
“I’ve 
got 
a good voice, as y ou 
know’,” Frank told the m arshal, “and 
if the night riders start any thing out 
my way , I’ll 
shout, 
‘Going, 
going, 
gone!’ 
You can hear me down at the 
city hall and send help.” 
W ith that parting word and a large 
revolver, which the* m arshal loaned 
him, Stone walked home*. 
There are those in Marshall, how­ 
ever, and among them a rival auction­ 
eer, who claim th at the night riders 
don’t even know that Stone is alive.
